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It was no small issue that 
occupied a good portion of 
city council’s committee of 
the whole meeting Monday 
night, as members focussed 
their attention on the future 
growth of the Edmonton 
Metropolitan region.

Commission. Of the four 
Strategies, one, strategy B, 
has been adopted by the 
ERPC’s Metropolitan Com- 
mittee. St. Albert, like the 
other municipalities, is to 
submit a position paper 
commenting on the strate- 
gies to the ERPC. 

Alderman Barry Breadner 
said that the proposed B 
strategy should be studied in 
terms of St. Albert’s objec- 
tives and the good of the 
region as a whole. The City 
of Edmonton has already 
stated preference for the A 
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Council discusses 
growth strategies 


strategy, which would con- 
centrate about 90 percent of 
future growth and develop- 
ment in the City of Edmon- 
ton. Mr. Breadner said he 
hoped Edmonton would re- 
consider its ‘‘rigid position’ 
in favour of the A strategy.

District 3 trustees heard a 
request Monday evening that 
would have the district 
implement a French Immer- 
sion program at the grade 
one level. The group making 
the request, parents of 
Parish Kindergarten pupils, 
felt that once such a program 
was instituted interest would 
grow sufficiently to make 
continuation of the program 
to the grade six level 
feasible. 

The parents hoped the 
program could be in effect by 
September of this year. 

At present, parents of 39 
kindergarten aged pupils are 
definitely committed if such 
a program is implemented in 
the Catholic District. Of 
these, parents of 27 pupils 
say they will enroll their 
children in the Edmonton 
Separate System's Grandin 
School. 

The meeting was also 
attended by Rick Laplante, 
director of Curriculum De- 
velopment for the Edmonton 
Catholic Board and a St. 
Albert resident. Mr. La- 
plante told those present that 
a similar process was now 
going on in Sherwood Park. 
He felt that programs, if 
implemented in the two 
suburban communities, sh- 
ould be similar to the 
Edmonton one to enable 
freer movement among sys- 
tems. At present Edmonton 


Separate has no entry point 
into its immersion program 
beyond the grade one level. 

Mr. Laplante pointed out 
that studies in the Edmonton 
System showed language 
development in one area 
influenced language devel-

opment in another. In terms 
of English, the immersion 
students were behind those 
in ‘regular’ schools at first 
but, by grade three had 
drawn even and then began 
to move ahead. 
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Blood needed 


The scene is an automobile 
accident and you are the 
victim. You are bleeding 
heavily and are transported 
by ambulance to hospital. 
However, upon arrival, you 
are told there is no blood to 
replace your depleted sup- 
ply. Your survival is threa- 
tened by this shortage. 

Admittedly, this is an 
unpleasant scenario. How- 
ever, with the supply of 
blood in this region at a 
dangerous low, it is a 
situation that warrants public 


attention, 

The Red Cross likes to 
maintain a supply of 1,000 
units of blood. Unfortunat- 
ely, however, after an acci- 
dent-plagued holiday season, 
the supplies have dwindled 
to a scant 200 units. Blood 
collected in the Edmonton 
metropolitan region is used 
by 90 hospitals in Alberta 
and the North West Terri- 
tories. Using these figures, 
the prospect of the demand 
exceeding the supply be-

Mayor Ronald Harvey 
expressed himself satisfied 
with the adopted strategy, 
saying that the ERPC had 
been working on it for three 
years. Chairman Margaret 
Smith commented that she 
could not accept the popula- 
tion figure which accompany 
Strategy B. According to 
those figures, St. Albert will 
have about 81,000 people by 
the year 2010, an average 
growth of about 2,000 people 
per year. Mrs. Smith expres- 
sed doubt that the city could 
accommodate such a growth 
rate. Ald. Bill Shields ex- 
pressed his support of the B 
strategy, and Ald. Liesbeth 
Bakker found advantages to 
it, while pointing out that 
that strategy lacked an 
economic component. 

Ald. Barry Breadner fav- 
oured the essence of the B 
Strategy, but agreed with 
Mrs. Bakker and other 
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members that Strategy D 
contained elements which 
might be included to com- 
prise a strategy favourable to 
St. Albert. Strategy D is 
concerned with Managed 
Economic Development whi- 
ch would provide diverse 
employment opportunities, 
increased economic stability 
and more equitably distri- 
buted income. Under the D 
strategy, a policy of accel- 
erated growth would be 
maintained, while the B 
strategy would seek to main- 
tain the historic rate of 
metropolitan growth. How- 
ever, although some mem- 
bers found the growth rate 
aspects of the D strategy 
unattractive, they were app- 
roving of the strategy’s 
emphasis on community de- 
velopment. 

As a result of the 
discussion, Mr. Breadner 
moved that St. Albert supp- 
ort Strategy B or some 
variation of it, which does not 
essentially contradict the 
General Plan. The motion 
carried unanimously. Ald. 
Bakker then moved that 
planning staff study aspect of 
Strategy D for possible 
inclusion in B. Mrs. Bakker 
said that without the inclu- 
sion of Strategy D, St. Albert 
might end up still a totally 
residential community. The 
motion carried. The position 
taken by St. Albert is similar 
to that taken by Fort 
Saskatchewan. 


immersion 
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In answer to the often 
asked question - Can anglo- 
phones learn french? Mr. 
Laplante said research had 
proven this to be a remark- 
able fact. At present 40 
percent of students enrolled 
in the Edmonton Separate's 
immersion program are from 
Anglo-Canadian homes. 

The Edmonton experience 
has also shown that bilingual 
centres (entire schools de- 
voted to bilingual education - 
i.e, J: H. Picard and 
Grandin) have a much 
greater success rate than 
schools which have an 
immersion program in addit- 
ion to the regular English 
program. The Edmonton 
system was losing about 50 
percent of its immersion 
students over a five year

Mr. Marcel Doucet, spo- 
kesman for the parent group, 
made public a petition his 
group had circulated among 
parents of children involved 
in the Parish Kindergarten, 
the Bilingual Playschool, and 
Grandin and J. H. Picard 
schools. 

The petition, which was 
forwarded to the minister of 
education, Julian Koziak, 
called for a revision of 
present grant structures for 
transportation and school 
operation to favour the 
establishment of a french 
language immersion pro- 
gram in St. Albert. As of now 
no response has been forth- 
coming. 

The petition carried 148 
signatures (about 75% of the 
parents involved). 

At present the trans- 
portation costs of sending 
students to Edmonton sch- 
ools are born by District 3 but 
increased costs may necess- 
arily be born by the parents 
as the Board's deficit in this 
area grows. 

Trustee Ken Porter asked 
the administration to prepare 
a cost study - busing to 
Edmonton versus an immer- 
sion program in St. Albert. 
He also asked for a study of 
the educational impact on the 
Student in a St. Albert 
program versus busing into 
Edmonton schools. The mat- 
ter was sent to the Board 
Policy Committee for further 
discussion and study. 

No time frame has been 
set for a committee response 
to the proposal. 


MPC 
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Settlement. The developer 
had requested to subdivide 
an area between the road and 
river from the remaining lot. 
The lot in question is the first 
lot east of the Hole Vegetable 
Farm. Should the ERPC 
approve the development, it 
was recommended that a 
dedication would be asked 
for immediately. 

The MPC also recommen- 
ded refusal of permission to 
subdivide a three-acre parcel 
south of Big Lake from a 
nine-acre parcel. City Ad- 
ministrator Bob Byron made 
the recommendation on the 
grounds that the move would 
put country residential too 
close to city residential 
areas. 


INDUSTRIAL PARCELS 
DISCUSSED 


A request to subdivide 
a part of the Gagnon Estates 
by the cement plant and clay 
pits provoked some discuss- 
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ion of the development of 
small industrial lots in North 
East Edmonton. Wayne Gor- 
don, of the St. Albert 
Planning Department said 
that the request was to 
subdivide one large 41.2 acre 
parcel into smaller parcels, 
with no reserve given or 
money in lieu of the reserve. 
Mr. Gordon commented that 
planning department staff 
“are not enthusiastic about 
seeing these small industrial 
developments inthe North 
East sector without adequate 
servicing.’’ Alderman Barry 
Breadner inquired as to who 
would test the applicant's 
claim that drainage was 
adequate. Mr. Gordon said 
this would probably be done 
by Edmonton. Mr. Byron 
stated that while St. Albert 
doesn't object to such sub- 
division, he hoped the ERPC 
would examine servicing and 
drainage concerns. He added 
that from St. Albert's point 
of view, ‘‘we don’t care if it is 
built on a bog."’ 

Mr. Gordon agreed that it 
wasn't an issue for St. Albert 
to worry about, but said that 
St. Albert ‘‘might not like the 
same thing to happen to us." 
Mr. Byron responded that he 


didn’t mean that these 
concerns were a ‘‘wasted 
consideration,’’ but meant 


that the MPC should support 
the subdivision, and that the 
city’s ERPC representative, 
Mrs. Liesbeth Bakker could 
relay regional information to 
the ERPC. The recommen- 
dation to approve the sub- 
division was carried. 

The MPC also took action 
regarding several Prelimin- 
ary Regional Plan amend- 
ments. On the first app- 
lication, Mr. Gordon sugges- 
ted that a metropolitan 
overview was needed con- 
cerning industrial lands. He 
said that the question of 
continuing to add to the 
inventory of such land will 
never be addressed unless 
someone looks at the general 
picture. He commented that 
the North West Industrial 
Strategy Report had over- 
looked the transportation and 
servicing implications in its 
assessment of the situation. 
Mr. Byron then recommen- 
ded that the application be 
opposed on the basis of an 
ERPC staff recommendation. 
The motion to oppose car- 
ried. 

An application to expand a 
mobile home park was 
supported by the MPC on a 
motion by Mayor Ronald 
Harvey. The development 
had begun in 1970 and is in 
its third stage of develop- 
ment. 


OPPOSE WITH REGRET 


It was with some regret 


the matter to the Provincial 
Planning Board. Mr. Bread- 
ner commented that there 
was no method by which 
these subdivisions can take 
place before death. At death, 
he said, the house site would 
become a separate parcel. 
He stated that he wished 
there was some way to 
arrange a lease for such 
situations. The motion to 
recommend refusal was 
made by Mr. Byron and 
carried. 

An application to develop a 
site near Sherwood Park won 
a recommendation to app- 
rove, subject to adequate 
buffering around the area, 
and the stipulation that only 
high quality light industry 
would be permitted. 

An application to rezone 
lands north of Highway 16 
east and north of Turbo 
Resources refinery failed to 
win approval, as the com- 
mission acted on an ERCP 
staff recommendation to 
oppose the construction of 
the new manufacturing loca- 
tion. Those concerned felt 
that the company should 
attempt to find a suitable site 
in a properly zoned area.

CLINIC TONIGHT 


To keep such a catastrophe 
from happening, only people 
can help, by giving blood at 
blood donor clinics. Such an 
opportunity will arise tonight 
for St. Albert residents when 
the Legion ladies sponsor a 
blood donor clinic from 7 - 9 
p.m. at the Legion Audit- 
orium. The goal for the clinic 
is 200 units, and it isin the 
interest of all city residents 
to attend if possible to give 
this vital resource. 

The collection of blood is 
being concentrated in the 
Edmonton area to facilitate 
the crucial processing of 
blood components. This ‘coll- 
ection must be done near a 
large urban area, as pro- 
cessing components must 
take place within four hours 
of collection. In rural areas, 
blood to be used for whole 
blood is collected. In recent 
years it has been discovered 
that components are useful, 
as whole blood tends to 
overload the system, when 
only one component is nee- 
ded. 

The Edmonton Red Cross 
processes three components. 
The first of these is cryo- 
precipitate, one of the 
clotting factors in the blood 
used in the treatment of 
hemophilia, a disease where 
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hemorrhaging will not stop 
as the blood will not clot. 
There are 60 hemophiliacs in 
that the commission moved 
to refuse a request to rezone 
a parcel near Ellerslie. The 
current owner had requested 
to split out the house site for 
retirement purposes and turn 
over the remaining land to 
his son. However, a motion 
to approve would have set a 
precedent, the commission 
was told. Mr. Gordon stated 
that the ERPC had refused 
the application in June but 
said that the man could re- 
apply to subdivide and take 
this service area and 20 boys 
having Christmas Disease, a 
similar condition to hemo- 
philia. Cryoprecipitate from 
one donor is not nearly 
enough to supply the needs 
of one patient. A bleeding 
patient might need 10-20 
units, while a patient under- 
going surgery might require 
200 units during his opera- 
tion and recovery. 


PLATELETS TREAT 
LEUKEMIA 


Another component con- 
sists of blood platelets, used 
in the treatment of leukemia. 
In the treatment of this 
disease, chemotherapy and 
cobalt bombardment cause 
the essential platelets to be 
destroyed. These must be 
replaced to stop hemorr- 
haging. This is a very 
unstable component which 
must be processed within 
two hours of collection. In 
this case, as in the cryo- 
precipitate, one unit is in- 
sufficient for one patient. 
Each case requires an 
average of 10-12 units. To 
further complicate the coll- 
ection of this essential com- 
ponent, blood platelets can 
only be kept 48 hours after 
collection. However, in this 
service area, that is not a 
problem, as platelets are 
used as quickly as they are 
processed. Platelets produc- 
tion here has jumped from 45 
units to 500 units in the past 
year. However, this tremen- 
dous increase in demand has 
not been matched by an 
increase in donors. Many 
more donations are needed 
to fight this insidious disease 
which often attacks children 
and young people. 

The final component used 
in Edmonton is the red cell 
component. These are used 
for fighting anemia, in sur- 
gery, and anywhere that 
whole blood might be used. 

The Edmonton area collect 
about 52,000 - 53,000 units 
per year, but more is desper- 
ately needed. By attending 
tonight's blood donor clinic, 
you may give a gift that 
might someday be returned. 


Recommend Mission park for tennis facility 


Questions and answers 
were lobbed gently back and 
forth Monday night when 
members of the St. Albert 
Tennis Club appeared before 
the committee of the whole of 
city council. The club repre- 
sentatives were present to 
answer questions regarding 
the club’s 1978 budget 
proposals for tennis facilities 
here in the city. 

Appearing on behalf of the 
club were Cynthia Sage, 
Dave Rudge and Tom Dicze- 
ghy. Mrs. Sage told the 
council the club had formed a 
tennis planning committee 
which would be willing to 
help the city in planning for 
the development of facilities. 

The club’s written sub- 
mission contains proposals 
for the expansion and upgra- 
ding of tennis facilities at the 
Mission, Sunset and Akins- 
dale courts. The Mission 
courts were given the first 
priority as it was felt they 
were centrally located, close 
to schools and sheltered from 
the elements, as well as 
being of a high standard of 
construction. The club pro- 
posed that two new courts be 
built at Mission, with repairs 
made to existing court sur- 
faces and equipment. The 
Tennis Club will contribute 
to capital improvements as 
negotiated with the city, with 
the contribution based on 
available club funds. 

The club chose the Sunset 
court as their second priority, 
proposing that windscreens 
be installed, repairs be made 
to court surfaces, and im- 
provements be made to 
additional courts on the 


south part of the reservoir. 
They also suggested that a 
sand box and play area be 
provided next to the courts. 


AKINSDALE COURTS 
DETERIORATED 


Akinsdale was listed as the 
club's third and final priority 
At that site, replacement of 
centre fencing is needed, as 
well as surface repairs and 
other small improvements. A 
sand box and play area was 
suggested for this area as 
well. The club members 
made clear, however, that 
the current poor quality of 
the playing surface at the 
Akinsdale Courts makes it 
the least desirable facility for 
club activities or tourna- 
ments. In their report, the 
club recommended that no 
major expenditure be made 
to upgrade these courts 
unless the city plans major 
improvements to the con- 
struction. The Akinsdale 
courts have been in use for 
one season. 

The club representatives 
told the council that central- 
izing facilities at the Mission 
courts would allow better 
organization of tournaments, 
school tennis classes, private 
lessons and club activities. 
The clubhouse would get 
maximum use and playing 
time would be better dis- 
tributed for the various 
programs. 

Alderman Bill Shields ask- 
ed the club members if the 
congested situation at the 
Mission courts could not be 
relieved by the provision of 
two courts at Lacombe Park 


area and two courts in the 
Grandin area. In that way, 
suggested Mr. Shields, the 
casual player and schools 
could use these courts, 
leaving Mission for club 
activities and tournaments. 
Mrs. Sage replied that two 
courts in these neighbour- 
hoods would not be of help to 
the schools, as they require 
more than two courts to teach 
their classes. Mr. Diozeghy 
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said that financial concerns 
dictated the Mission courts 
as a site for a centralized 
facility as it already had a 
building, and the facilities 
are in good condition. 

Ald. Barry Breadner mov- 
ed later in the meeting that 
the matter be assessed by 
recreation staff and then 
referred for budget con- 
sideration. 


Annual meetings dropped 


Lack of response to past 
meetings has prompted trus- 
tees of the St. Albert District 
3 to discontinue their annual 
ratepayers meeting. 

Trustees Al Alain and Ken 
Porter in supporting a motion 
to retain the meetings said 
that, although the meetings 
were drawing almost no 
response from the ratepay- 
ers, it was the trustees 
responsibility to have one. 

Trustee Alain felt that a 
meeting should be held this 
year and if no interest was 
shown once more then the 
format should be dropped. 
He hoped that the emer- 
gence of several parent 
advisory committees throu- 
ghout the district would 
generate more interest than 
in the past. 

The motion was lost when 
the board's two incumbents 
Ann Smith and Steve Sieben, 
voted against holding the 
meeting. Trustee Jerry 
Manegre was absent. 

All members felt a better 


way of reaching the public 
could be found. Ken Porter 
said he felt a more readable 
financial statement might be 
the answer. At present the 
statement is quite compli- 
cated and difficult for the 
layman to fully understand. 

The Policy Committee was 
given the task of finding an 
alternative to the annual 
meeting. 


Board members voted to 
retain publication of a 
‘Communications Bulletin’ 
which was felt to be useful 
tool in informing people of 
District activities. 

The bulletin was costing 
the district about $1,000 to 
print but administration felt 
a lower price could be found. 


Vital Grandin parents were 
pleased to hear the Board’s 
decision to hire two “2 time 
teachers for grades one and 
two. Another ‘2 time reme- 
dial teacher will begin at the 
school February 1.

To jail or not to jail 


The question of the ef- 
ficacy of jails, a long-debated 
issue, was raised once more 
in a recent issue of The 
Washington Monthly. The 
article quoted from a New 
York Times report on chan- 
ges in the Swedish correc- 
tional system, 

Said the Times report: 
‘The Swedes have one of the 
most progressive and hu- 
mane prison systems. The 
government has striven to 
keep prison populations low, 
to meet out short sentences, 
to provide a vast array of 
services and support facili- 
ties for inmates, and to 
experiment with minimum- 
security detention centres. 

“Despite these efforts the 
prison system has failed to 


make significant inroads in 
the rehabilitation of crim- 
inals, particularly among 
those with previous convic- 
tions, whose rate of return to 
prison is over 70 percent, as 
high as anywhere in the 
world,"’ 

However, the ‘‘Times’’ 
suggests that this is evidence 
of the fact that prison fails to 
rehabilitate and so are 
ineffectual. In its analysis of 
the story the Washington 
Monthly disagrees with this 
conclusion pointing out that 
the evidence suggests in- 
creased, not decreased use of 
prisons, as much for the 
protection of society as for 
the rehabilitation of crim- 
inals, 


Quebec wants control of media 


Each time it looks as 
though the Quebee govern- 
ment might be moderating 
its more determined aspira- 
tions to independence, it 
moves in most remarkable 
ways to undermine con- 
fidence, Amy Booth reports 
in The Financial Post. 

Having accepted the Sup- 


‘ reme Court of Canada de- 


cision recognizing the federal 
government's authority in 
the cable field, Quebec 
immediately made known it 
would like, as a ‘‘compro- 
mise’’ solution, those powers 
and a few more as well. Ina 
letter tabled in the National 
Assembly, Communications 
Minister Louis O'Neill pro- 
poses the federal govern- 
ment delegate to Quebec 
power to control and regulate 
cable distribution enterprises 
operating on Quebec terri- 
tory. 

As well, Quebec wants 
control over Bell Canada's 
activities in the province, the 
power to issue radio and 
television permits and to 
regulate programming of 
private radio and television 
Stations. It also wants a say 
in the development of Cana- 
dian Broadcasting Corp. in 
Quebec and full power over 
telecommunications. 

In the past year various 
government officials have 
also made statements up- 
holding the freedom of the 
press. But the government 
may move in on distribution, 
begging the question of how 
free is a press that is 
controlled in this way. 

The government is in the 
early stages of a study, 
scheduled to take five mon- 
ths, that will examine all 
aspects of distribution of the 
printed word, from owner- 
ship to whether outlying 
areas are served as quickly 
and as fully as the centre of 
downtown Montreal. Res- 
earchers will look at special 
and general publications in 
French and English, paying 
special attention to those 
with a broad distribution. 
The Communications De- 
partment notes this is a 
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sector where the success of 
foreign products is most 
likely to be at the expense of 
the Quebec-produced. 

The government wants to 
know, too, whether the pro- 
vince should take over dis- 
tribution completely, or, 
through a mixed enterprise 
system, only parts of the 
system in certain areas.

FUNDING 
STEADILY GROWING 


Massive overseas borrow- 
ing, strains on domestic debt 
and equity markets and 
considerable financial in- 
novation will result from

ZINC EXPORTS 
ENDANGERED 


Canadian zinc producers 
are in danger of becoming 
one of the next targets of 
growing U.S. protectionism, 
Hyman Solomon reports in 
The Financial Post. The U.S. 
zine smelting industry is on 
the verge of filing a wide- 
spread injury claim with the 
U.S. International Trade 
Commission, The Post un- 
derstands. If the ITC agrees 
that zine imports have 
caused injury to the industry, 
it could recommend anything 
from across-the-board tariff 
increases, to import quotas 
‘‘or worse,’’ one U.S. trade 
negotiation official says. 
Canada is by far the domin- 
ant zine exporter to the U.S. 
In the past four or five years, 
Canadian zinc sales have 
amounted to more than 50% 
of all U.S. imports. Australia 
and Japan trail far behind 
with about 7% each. In 1976, 
Canada’s sales to the U.S. 
were valued at $218 million. 
Because of depressed market 
conditions, exports by Cana- 
dian and most other produc- 
ers are down this year - but 
even so, they account for 
about 50% of the total zinc 
metal market, vs 63% in 
1976.

energy-related capital sp- 
ending in Canada in the late 
1970s and early 1980s. 

This, Peter Foster reports 
in The Financial Post, was 
the message delivered to the 
key Conference Board in 
Canada energy conference in 
Toronto recently by three of 
the country’s leading energy 
economists: Ralph Sultan, 
chief economist of Royal 
Bank of Canada, Bengt Ges- 
trin, vice-president and ec- 
onomic adviser to Canadian 
Imperial Bank of Commerce, 
and John Dawson, executive 
director of the Canadian 
Energy Research Institute. 

At the moment, a vast 
array of capital spending is 
planned and underway in 
energy. This includes the 
$16-billion James Bay pro- 
ject, the $10-billion-plus Ar- 
ctic pipeline, more tar sands 
and heavy-oil projects and 
new electricity generation 
plant. Total annual energy 
investment is expected to 
increase to $19.4 billion in 
1982, vs $9.4 biilion this 


year, or to 5.3% of gross 
national product (vs 4.5%). 

Dawson said in the peak 
investment period of 1981-85 
some planned investments 
would have to be deferred. 
Gestrin said the energy 
sector’s demands on the 
bond market would double 
over the next five years. 
Public financing by the 
electric utilities alone would 
average about $5 billion a 
year. 


BYE-BYE, BRICKLIN 


Rumors of the death of 
New Brunswick's Bricklin 
sports car project are not 
exaggerated, Roger Worth 
reports in The Financial 
Post. Premier Richard Hat- 
field's Conservative govern- 
ment is selling the assets of 
U.S. promoter Malcolm Br- 
icklin's ill-fated company, 
anticipating a direct loss of at 
least $18.7 million, give or 
take a few million. 

Hatfield and his govern- 
ment invested increasingly 
large amounts in the project 
over a period of years, 
helping Bricklin to produce 
about 2,800 of the jazzy 
Sports cars in two New 
Brunswick plants. In addition 
to the provincial govern- 
ment, the federal Depart- 
ment of Regional Economic 
Expansion will lose about $4 
million, while banks and 
other creditors are not 
expected to receive anything. 

The Canadian company 
hasn't been placed in bank- 
ruptcy, although promoter 
Bricklin left creditors holding 
$36 million in worthless bills 
when he was forced into 
personal bankruptcy in Ph- 
oenix a couple of years ago. 


Canada gives $27.5 


million to Zaire in 


loans & grants 


Canada has agreed to 
contribute $27.5 million in 
loans and grants to help 
Zaire develop its forests, 
agriculture and to manage 
the environment, the Secre- 
tary of State for External 
Affairs, the Honourable Don 
Jamieson has announced. 

Supply and Services Min- 
ister Jean-Pierre Goyer, re- 
sponsible for Canadian rela- 
tions with Francophone 
countries, signed the new 
agreements in Kinshasa on 
Friday. 

Under the agreements 
Canada is providing $10,- 
300,000 in long-term loans 
and $7,500,000 in grants for 
the purchase of Canadian 
equipment to Forescom, a 
state-owned forest develop- 
ment corporation, which 
employs 20 percent of the 
country’s forestry labor 
force. 

These funds will be dis- 
bursed over a five-year 
period starting in 1978-79 on 
a variety of heavy equipment 
used in forestry cutting 


operations as well as in the 
manufacture of wood pro- 
ducts. The grant funds will 
be spent over five years on 
technical assistance from 
Canadian experts. 

Canada is contributing 
$5.5 million in loan funds to 
an $18,422,000 integrated 
rural development project in 
which the World Bank, 
France and Germany are 
participating. The CIDA 
funds will go towards a 
project to recreate traditional 
ways of cattle raising. It 
includes the renovation of 
two abbatoirs, provision of 
two Canadian veterinarians, 
medicaments and equip- 
ment. ‘ 

Zaire’s departments of 
agriculture, environment and 
public works will also be 
assisted by Canadian experts 
under technical assistance 
grants of $4,075,000 over a 
three-year period, The Can- 
adians will train counterparts 
to take over at the end of the 
period,

The 17 finan 
cial institutions surveyed by the 
Conference Board in Canada 
predicted a more moderate 
growth rate of 4.4 per cent for 
1978.

Egg Prices Stable 


Egg prices in Canada appear to 
have stabilized during the past 
few years following dramatic 
increases of 44 per cent in 1973 
and almost 11 percent in 1974 

While prices did increase by 
about nine per cent during 1976 
they actually declined by 0.7 per 
cent during the previous year and 
increased by only one per cent 
during 1977 

However, even though prices 
have stabilized, that doesn’t 
mean they cost the same across 
the country.

EDUCATORS LOSE TO COUNTY OFFICIALS 


The restructuring of the Leduc county administration last 
week set the scene for a power struggle between the county’s 
educators and its officials. The educators lost their bid for a 
greater voice in the county system. 

The struggle arose over two different concepts of the 
restructured administration, The Board of Education favoured 
a system in which the school superintendent would have been 
the chief administrative officer of the structure, with the county 
secretary-treasurer heading up the municipal committee only. 
The educators also proposed that the Assistant Secretary 
Treasurer for school matters would be responsible only to the 
Superintendent, and not the county Secretary Treasurer. 

However, the school board’s proposal was rejected by 
county council. Instead they approved an administrative 
structure that would give equal authority to the Secretary 
Treasurer and the Superintendent of schools in areas of 
finance, education, facilities and transportation. 

According to county officials, the defeated proposal did not 
reflect the county form of administration, as it split it into 
separate school and municipal districts, Officials pointed out 
that this tendency is frowned upon in government circles. 

Board of Education Chairman Dr. Griffiths expressed 
disapproval, stating that conflict arose between the School Act 
and The County Act. Because of the conflict, Reeve Ollenberg 
consulted with the Deputy Minister of Municipal Affairs on the 
subject, who said the County Act took precedence, However, 
Dr. Griffiths felt the Department of Education should have 
been consulted,

taught to like them. Children 
can be taught to like skim 
milk, margarine, baked or 
boiled fish, lean beef, fruits 
and vegetables instead of 
whole milk, ice cream, ham- 
burgers and french fries. If 
the public pressured the food 
industry enough we could 
see an increase in polyun- 
saturated fats and a much 
more balanced nutritional 
diet. 

Hypertension is a well 
established high risk factor 
of Coronary Artery disease. 
Twelve percent of the total 
population is hypertensive. 
Hypertensives develop about 
50-50 either stroke or Coron- 
ary Artery Disease. The 
treatment of hypertension is 
a life long therapy and 
therefore the patient must be 
aware of the severity of the 
disease and the importance 
of controlling it. 

Cigarette smoking is a 
definite risk factor in devel- 
oping heart disease. The 
patient with CAD who 
smokes increases risk of 
sudden death by four times. 
Smoking increases heart rate 
and blood pressure, (Heart 
rate is the biggest deter-

minate of oxygen demand). 

Obesity is not necessarily a 
risk factor in itself but is 
associated with other things 
such as hypertension and 
diabetes. Obesity increases 
the work load of heart and 
decreases exercise capacity. 
It also gives the person a 
poor self image which pro- 
motes depression, hostility 
and anxiety. This in itself 
induces a coronary-prone 
State. 

Regarding stress factors 
and personality. We believe 
that heart disease is a social 
and psychological disease. 
Man’s ability to adapt to 
stress plays an important 
role. Our society is a highly 
mechanized competitive pl- 
ace where emphasis is placed 
on production in terms of 
quantity instead of quality. 
Job competition and great 
social standing seems of 
paramount importance and 
there is a constant sense of 
having to ‘‘keep up."’ Pro- 
bably it is not the exposure to 
stress which makes the 
person prone to CAD but the 
coronary prone persons in- 
ability or inadequate method 
of handling situations. 

Concerning sedentary liv- 
ing, it is well documented 
that physical inactivity en- 
hances the risk of CHD by

Exercise 
promotes cardiovascular 
health. It has been shown 
that the amount of exercise is 
crucial as far as producing 
and maintaining a training 
effect on the cardiovascular 
system. The exercise must 
involve more than 50% of the 
persons maximum oxygen 
utilization and increase pulse 


rate to about 80% of 
maximum. 
The Edmonton Cardiac 


Institute was formed to 
promote and advance medi- 
cal research dealing with the 
effect of physical activity on 
the health of people suffering 
from CAD. 

The Institute hopes to 
encourage increased produc- 
tivity and quality of daily 
living for people with CAD 
and make public more 
knowledgeable about all as- 
pects of CAD. 

Its ultimate goal is to 
reinstate the person with 
heart disease back to a 
productive working and so- 
cial society.

MACHINE MEASURES 
TENSION 


As before, they will use 
anxiety questionnaires and 
an electromyograph (a ma- 
chine which measures mus- 
cle tension levels) to deter- 
mine the anxiety level of 
each person before, during, 


and after completion of the 
project. No participant will 
be subjected to a high stress 
situation. 

The results from the ques- 
tionnaires and the electro- 
myogtaph will be fed into a 
computer and coded infor- 
mation from each session will 
be stored. 

Initial assessments which 
will involve groups of four 
people will precede the 
recommendation of treat- 
ment programs by Dr. Fitz- 
simmons and Mr. Hiebert. 
Each program, the research- 
ers say, has been tested by 
itself and in combination 
with the others and is 
dependable. 

The progress of each 
individual will be assessed 
halfway through the treat- 
ment program and again at 
the end and a comparison of 
the results will be made to 
see how quickly anxiety 
levels change.

Quilting: an old craft 
survives technology 


By Vicky Knight 
When questioned about 
the current revival of the old 
and venerable art of quilting, 
local artisan Barbara Kelcey 
smiles patiently at the fickle 
nature of the fadseekers. She 
explains that quilting has 
always been with us, but 
until recently as a ‘‘closet 
craft.’’ However, because 
quilting is no longer a 
domestic necessity, it has 
been justifiably elevated to 
the realms of art. The craft of 
our ancestors even managed 
to survive the fifties, that 
complacent and tacky epoch 
when the chrome set was 
king and the machine-made 
imitation was valued over the 
handcrafted original. 
Pearlene Schnitzler and 
Barbara Kelcey are part of 
our insurance that quilting 
won't become a lost art. Both 
will pass on their knowledge 
this year by teaching classes 
for the city of St. Albert 
Community Services Depart- 
ment. Pearlene will teach a 
course in Traditional Quilt- 
ing, which will be held at the 
Akinsdale Clubhouse on 
‘Monday evenings from 8 - 10 
p.m.

INFINITE VARIETY 
POSSIBLE 


Quilters are kept from 
tedium by the fact that quilts 
are like snowflakes -- no two 
need to be alike. Variations 
on colour, pattern and fabric 
design are infinite. There are 


about 200 traditional designs 
which change appearance 
drastically with different 
applications of colour, There 
are also at least three 
different methods of quilt 
construction which achieve 
further variety. A pieced 
quilt consists of small pieces 
which are sewn together, 
while an appliqued quilt has 
pieces sewn on the top of the 
working surface. A combina- 
tion of both methods is 
another alternative. The bis- 
cuit quilt is a further 
modification in which small 
squares of fabric are in- 
dividually stuffed and sewn 
together. 

Both women emphasize 
that quilt buyers should be 
careful when purchasing 
these beautiful items, par- 
ticularly those billed as 
antique quilts. With the ex- 
plosion in crafts popularity, 
many retailers have jumped 
on the bandwagon and are 
exploiting the burgeoning 
market for craft items. Many 
of these new consumers are 
gullible and uninformed, and © 
are taken in by items which :

Family allowances to rise in 1978 


Health and Welfare Mini- 
ster Monique Begin last 
month announced that there 
will be a full escalation of 
Family Allowances for 1978. 

The Family Allowances 
legislation calls for annual 
escalation of payments in 
January of each year in 
accordance with the increase 
in the cost of living. Effective 
January, the federal govern- 
ment monthly allowance paid 
for children under 18 will rise 
to $25.68 from $23.89 in most 
provinces and in the terri- 
tories. 

The amount and method of 
payment of Family Allow- 


ances varies in Quebec and 
Alberta. Under a provision in 
the Family Allowances Act, a 
provincial government may 
ask the federal government 
to vary the rates payable in 
that province according to 
the age or number of 
children in a family, or both, 
providing the payments av- 
erage $25.68. Quebec and 
Alberta have again chosen 
this option. ; 
Special Allowances, which 
are paid to foster parents, 
welfare agencies, govern- 
ment departments and insti- 
tutions maintaining children, 
will also increase to $25.68

Regulations for pets tra- 
velling to other countries 
vary and pet owners should 
check with the embassy of

THE IMPORTANCE OF MODERATION 
By Richard Mercier 
Recreation Program 
Supervisor 


Take it easy! When you finally get your enthusiasm built up 
to expend some energy improving your fitness, nothing will turn 
you off quicker than an aching body brought on by doing it all at 
once. 

The problem seems to be caused by a sudden burst of over 
enthusiasm brought about by a guilty conscience bothering 
you, combined with some motivation building fitness promo- 
tion, (which this article is intended to be). This often results in a 
“one shot solves all’’ blast of vigorous exercise. 

The answer is to contain that enthusiasm (if you are lucky 
enough to get it in the first place). Stretch it out, spread it 
around and save a little for the next time. 

You can really hurt yourself by overdoing it. Even if you are 
in shape, you can tear a few muscle fibers without even feeling it 
when you are very warm or engrossed in a vigorous sport which 
requires considerable concentration. 

It does not have to be a vigorous work-out to produce sore 
muscles either. Aches can be caused by using muscles in a 
different way with a few repetitions thrown in. Common tasks 
done every few months or more, such as painting a room, often 
results in sore shoulders, arms and back. 

We will never get totally away from the aches and pains 
induced by physical activity but we can surely reduce them. 
Slowly warming up to more vigorous movement will help. If 
you’ re just starting a fitness program you should even eliminate 
the vigorous movement for the first while. 

So don’t go all out on the first attempt, warm up with some 
easy stretching. (Simple warm up like touching toes). Then and 
only then, should intensity be increased. But gauge yourself, 
you will get there safer and with more satisfaction through 
moderation. ;

Morinville’s second major 


blaze consumes garage 


Morinville seems to have 
had its share of tragedies 
lately, with Flynn Feed 
Services being gutted on 
December 18, and now the 
inferno which devastated the 
town garage located imme- 
diately behind the town 
office Monday evening at 
about 7:30. 

It is still a mystery what 
set off the Flynn Feed fire, as 
far as we know, and there are 
no conjectures regarding the 
cause of Monday's blaze, but 
Mayor Stapleton doubts ar- 
son. The Edmonton fire 


marshall inspected the scene 
Tuesday, and his reports and 
observations should be made 
known later this week. 4 

The building appears to be 
a total write-off along with 
the tools and equipment 
stored inside. In the garage 
at the time were two or three 
ton trucks, a one ton truck, a 
grader, a front-end loader 
and a small tractor. These 
vehicles all suffered exten- 
sive damage when flaming 
insulation from the ceiling 
fell on them. It appears as if 
the fire started and was 


confined mainly to the upper 
portion of the garage. Mayor 
Stapleton ‘guesstimated’ 
damages in the area of 
$200,000, but remarked that 
the figure could possibly be 
higher. 

Fortunately, no lives have 
been taken in these fiery 
disasters, which saw prompt 
and competent action from 
the Morinville Fire De- 
partment and the many 
volunteers. The Gazette will 
carry further reports in next 
week's issue.

Beef prices must recover 
say cattlemen 


The Canadian Cattlemen's 
Association says that it is 
essential that beef prices 
recover over the coming 
period if beef producers are 
to remain in business. The 
Association points out that 
over the last three years, 
Canadian beef producers 
have lost around $400 million 
because of low prices and 
ever increasing costs and 
that as a result many pro- 
ducers have gone out of 
business or have been forced 
to drastically cut back their 
operations. 

The main beneficiaries of 
the low producer returns 
have been Canadian consu- 
mers - who today are eating 
beef at about the same price 
that it was in late 1972. In the 
meantime, production costs 
have risen approximately 50 
percent and the resultin 
cost/price squeeze has 
bankrupted many producers 
and left the rest in an 
extremely precarious finan- 
cial state. Any continuation 
of the current crisis will 
inevitably mean many more 
producers will drop out of 
beef production. 

Consumers must recognize 
that beef prices have to 
improve in the very near 
future. Inevitably many con- 
sumers have grown used to 
the low prices of the last few 
years and do not realize the 
enormous hardship that beef 
producers have undergone. 
Some consumers may well 
react against higher beef 
prices and seek Government 
action to restrain them. Such 
action would have disastrous 
consequences for both pro- 
ducers and consumers. 

The Association projects 
that retail beef prices must 
rise by about 20 percent over 


the next few months. This 
increase may not be reflected 
equally in all cuts and the 
more expensive roasts and 
steaks may go up by greater 
amounts than do cheaper 
cuts. Once this increase had 


occured, prices should level 
out and hopefully then keep 
pace with rising costs. If this 
does not happen, Canadians 
can expect a sharp decline in 
beef supplies two or three 
years from now.

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In connection with the 
Western Grain Stabilization 
Act, I would like to remind 
farmers that they have until 
January 1S, 1978, to remit 
voluntary levy payments for 
credit on their 1977 accounts. 
The deadline for getting back 
into the plan for those who 
have opted out has passed 
and they cannot get back in 
until January 1, 1979. 

This reminder is mainly for 
those grain producers who 
are still in the plan and who 
may not have remitted their 
full levy because of crop 
losses or non-board sales. 
Payments should be made at 
a rate of two per cent of 1977 
receipts from grain sales 
where the levy was not 
already deducted, These may 
have come from hail and crop 
insurance payments, farm to 
farm sales, sales of mustard 
seed from January 1 to June 
1, sales to feed mills where 
the levy was not deducted

children, Lorna, Marlene, 
and Neil. Of interest to many 
was the display of snaps of 
Cathie and Jim, their par- 
ents, children and grand- 
children entitled (‘‘Through- 
out the Years'’). 

A delicious lunch was 
provided, being served by 
the ladies of Unit 1 and Unit 
11 Coronado UCW. To top 
the day off, the power went 
off at 4 o'clock, and many 
that came late had to have 
their lunch by lamp and 
candlelight which they really 
enjoyed. Brought back mem- 
ories of 45 years ago. This 
brought a very pleasant 
afternoon to a close. 


It was with deep regrets 
and sorrow that Gibbons 
residents learned of the 
sudden death of Miss Con- 
stance Florence Roberts of 
Gibbons at the Redwater 
Hospital, after a very short 
illness. The death occurred 
on the morning of December 
24, 1977. Her death marks 
the passing of another long 
time pioneer of this district. 

Better known as ‘'Connie”’ 
to all, she was born October 
28, 1892 in Sydnham, Eng- 
land. She came as a little girl 
with her parents, the Rev. 
and Mrs. Orlando James 
Roberts and family from 
Sydnham, England. Rev. and 
Mrs Roberts came as 
missionaries to Ca ada from 
England in 1899. ( ming by 
train to Wetaskiwin, Alberta, 
they acquired a team of 
horses and wagon. They 
loaded their possessions and 
family in Wetaskiwin and set 
out over rough and rugged 
trails for Athabasca. This 
journey took them six weeks, 
with stopping places few and 
far between. At Athabasca 
they boarded scows and con- 
tinued the rest of the trip by 
boat to Fort Chipewyan, 
where they lived and worked 
amongst the transients and 
natives for the next seven 
years. 

They came back by de- 
grees to Lake Athabasca. 
Missionaries were often re- 
quired to serve as doctors, 
attending to medical needs 
as well as spiritual ones and 
taking care of destitutes. 
Hardships were always fac- 
ing them, At that time there 
was no town of Gibbons and 
when they returned they 
settled east of Gibbons at 
what was known then as 
Battenburg. From there they 
served Gibbons, Bon Accord 
and Redwater districts. Until 
the Rev. Roberts death in the 
year 1938. They served a 
term of nearly 29 years here. 

The Anglican church since

She took an 
active part in organizational 
work and was loved and 
respected by all for her loyal 
and steadfast attendance and 
membership, She will be 
greatly missed by all her 
co-workers and friends. She 
had been a member of the 
Pythian Sisters since March 
25, 1953 - a term of 25 years. 
She held the office of 
Protector at the time of her 
death. 

Connie was also a Legion 
member serving as Sergeant 
of Arms. She had been a 
member since 1949, a term of 
28 years. 

Her oldest brother Fred 
was killed in active service in 
France in World War 1. 
Alexander was also a soldier 
in World War | but lived 
through it and was able to 
come home. Brother Mal- 
colm enlisted in World War 
11 and returned home after 
Armistice was signed. 

Her church was very 
important to her, as was the 
Anglican Church Auxiliary, 
having been a member since 
its beginning. 

She also belonged to the 
Gibbons and Bon Accord 
Senior Citizens groups, whi- 
ch she attended faithfully 
since their beginning. 

She celebrated her 8Sth 
birthday October 28, 1977 
with her brother Alexander 
and a few friends. 

She was predeceased by 
her parents the Rev. and 
Mrs. O. J. Roberts, her
